LONDON, Oct. 20.—(By the Associated Press)—In the still highly speculative political situation 
tonight, only two facts stood out as definite—that there will be almost immediately a general election 
and that parliamentary ratification of the Irish constitution is safely assured. ~ 

Andrew Bonar Law, who is to lead the new government which will take the place of that of David 
Lloyd George, in &@ message to an evening newspaper confirmed his intention to advise King George 
to immediately dissolve parliament, and added that this fact would give ample time to deal with the 
Irish legislation. He did not indicate, however, whether the present parliament would reassemble ac- 


cording to schedule on November 14 to deal with the Irish question, 


or whether general elections 


would be held immediately and the Irish legislation left to the new parliament. Either plan would be 
practicable, the only point being that ratification of the Irish treaty must be effected before Decem- 


ber 6th. ,

Alsothat already 
prudent dealers foresaw that a 
vast amount of grain could not be 
got out before freeze-up, and that 
vessels had already been chartered 
to store grain“through the winter 
at eight cents per bushel. ; 
Meantime Brffalo reports that 
twenty million buehels of 
grain are tied up there 
because there are not enough 
barges to take it! through 
the Erie canal. Further, that the 
che(rees for transporting grain 
throngh the canal had risen from 
three cents per bushel to fourteen.

Colonel R. H. Palmer, chief 
officer for the northern distriet. Due 
to cooler nighte, steadier winds ang 
frost, the conflagrations are chesked, 
but hundreds of fires are still burn 
tng, and the biil which the Dominion 
government and the provinee will 
twave to foot will be very large. From 
May up to the present time 8,500 
rural residents have been fighting fre 
under the guidance of the fire rang: 
ers, in addition to which large numb<« 
ers of citizens were ordered out hy 
the Alberta Provincial police and the 
municipalities. The numbers quoted 
here were not employed througho1t 
the period mentioned entirely, but 
fresh fires canstantly breaking out 
made it necessary to call out the men 
time and again, and at times they 
were forced to work night and Gay. 

The season deing so dry, practically 
‘no sloughs of creeks were avai 


Guct operations againgt the flames; as 
@ consequence dXching had to be re- 
lied upon in the main, and Colonel 
Palmer estimates that approximately 
800 miles of trenches were dug dur. 
ing the summer. In every instance 
ft was necessary to dig down to the 
clay, as the top soll burned iike tind. 
er, in some inatances very wide ditch: 
es waA.to be put down, the minimum 
width at the bottom of the trench 
being eighteen inches. Even with 
the trenches dug, this precaution wae 
defeateé time and again by the pre- 
vailing high winds carrying eparka 
and fragments of burning bark for 
long dietances, where when dropped 
In the fire-guarded area they promp 
ly een another fire—and so it 
went on 1 summer. 
Timber 


In addition to much vaevable tim- 
ber burned, the damage to farm land, 
meadows, hay and buildings has been 
tremendous, states Colone] Palmer. 
Water in the northern areas, usuall; 
Claseed ‘‘wet,” this year has been a 
rarity; ¢he farmers treasure the 
fluid, and would far rather supply the 
traveller with a meal than water his 
horses. 

The settlers are at last becoming 
thoroughly alarmed,, says the forest 
officer, and having seen so much de- 
struction, are taking precautions 
against throwing away glowing 
matches, cigarette stubs, and similar 
inflammable material—but in many 
districts it is too Jate. 

In many places where, leat season, 
@ucks were shot, this year the ponds 
ere dry jand. Never before in Colonel 
Palmer's experience has it been found 
diffcult to get water for the camp in 
the muskegs, but this season moisture 
ls absent and to provide water regu- 
lar welle twelve feet or deeper had 
to be dug. 

Aside from thé work of the forest 
rangers which has been continuous 
throughout the season, the A. P. P. 
and the municipalities have done good 
work says Colonel Palmer, who cites 
the instance of a fire which seme 
reckless individual stamed on the 
Paddle river fate. These ere wide 
and covered with a heavy growth of 
hay, and if the fire had not been 
checked fifty to a hundred families 
would have been ruined, and a strip 
of country sixty miles or more long 
bura@i out. The municipal seore- 
tary in this locality ordered out sjzty 
af the settlers; they fought the fire 
mantully and saved the country.
